Norway, Michigan, who was drowned 
Sunday afternoon in Lake Michigan, 
near the mouth of Dead Illvcr. Rehn. 
with his sister, Mrs. C. J. Johnson, ot 
2435 Rosement aveune, Chicago, and 
a group of friends, wore having a 
picnic along tho lake near Big Dead 
river. Rehn waded Into the lake to 
fill a coffee pot with water and was 
pulled down by the undertow. Ha 
could not swim and was fcwept be- 
neath Uie water. The body was 
found half a mllo away from the 
river's mouth five foot from the 
water's edge,, nearly burled by drift- 
ing sand, by \Vel>ater Dalley. 

There are two facts which Indicate- 
that the corpse might be someone 
other than Rclin. First, that this 
man appears to be over 30 years ot 
age, while Rehn was hut 27. and 
second that the name of B. Griffiths 
was found engraved on tho belt oC 
his swimming suit 

After much difficulty, the body waa 
removed to the White & Tobin Mor- 
gue, where It awaits identification.' .

More and moro 
cars throng hlRhwaya. Cougostlon IncronBoa. Spcod 
nmgca rlac. The chance of flccldenl growa conntantly 
greater. And until traffic InwB nro mo<lGrnlzcd and 
stundarlzcd, the accident problem will Increase. 

LciRt year otir laxity rcntiUed In tho dcatha of 31.000 
pGiHonH and untold property damngo. Only a few 
Btatefl make It nccowsary for a driver, before using tho 
pnblle hIghwayH, to learn how to oporato his car and 
underHtand the rules of the road. In the others anyone, 
IrrcBpoctlve of his competence, Is allowed to drive a 
high-powered, potentially deadly vehicle on crowded 
highways, where he Is a menace to tho llvoa and proper- 
ty of all other motorists. 

Tho bright spot In tho trafdc situation Is tho condi- 
tion respecting children. The adoption of safety teach- 
ing by progressive schools throughout tho nation hes 
resulted in nn amazing decrease in accidents to chlldron. 
Such a demonstration should oncniirage more Intensive 
ofTortB In tho futuro. 

Accident prevention has boon greatly aided by 
casualty insurance companies. Tho public should join 
whole-heartedly In efforts to reduce uncallod-for acci- 
dents.

At the end of 1920 nine-tenths of Its roada wore mud. 
At the, end; of 1930, eight-tenths of them will be surfac- 
ed. '"""■':: 

The greatest present road need Is tho construction 
of practical and comparatively Inexponslvo secondary, 
farm-to-market highways that will glvo agricultural 
communities nil-year contact with their markets. The 
American Farm Bureau Federation has ropeatodly 
pointed out that so long as 5,000,000 of the G.250,000 
American fanners are barred from those markets dur- 
ing several months of the year by mud, we will have a 
farm problem of Increasing seriousness. 

Tho modern application of asphalts and road oils 
to dirt, macadam and gravel surfaces la making posal- 
blo the building of tens of thousands of mllea of low 
coat, waterproof surfaced, secondary roads which would 
havo been out of the question a decado ago.

Ward May be Arrested 

Dea Forgos, and a friend, J. Oris- 
fortl, also of Chicago, wore fishing 
some 300 feet from ehoro, when tho 
outboard motor boat of Ward's ram- 
med Into the anchored fishing boat. 
Neither boat had a light, tho coroner 
was Informed. 

Coroner's Verdict 

The .tullowlug verdict was return- 
ed by the Jury Impaneled Sunday 
morning by Coroner J. h. Taylor; 

"Ernest Dos Forges died by drown* 
Ug In Channel Lake. Lake .county, 
about midnight, Saturday, July 10.

Dives to Death 

Carl Stahl, 43, California avenue, 
Chicago, lost his life late Sunday af- 
ternoon In Slocum Lake, near Wau- 
conda, while diving frdm his boat In 
the middle of the lake. 

His boat drifted to shore, unoccu- 
pied, and Immediately an effort was 
made to recover his bady which was 
fottnd Tuesday morning by two flHh- 
ermen who found tho body fioatlng 
seven foot from the north shore of 
the lako. Deputy sheriffs had been 
constantly searching the lake for the 
body since Sunday, when Stall was 
missed and believed to have been 
drowned.

The strong wind had run up a heavy 
sea and ns the heavily laden boat was 
allgbtly tipped by one of the pas- 
sengers moving In hIa seat, the waved 
washed against tho sldo and tipped 
the boat over. Mr. and Mrs. Bong, 
Clancoy and the two others wore 
rescued by a boating part^ while 
Cuykendall died without sinking be- 
neath the water. The body of How- 
ard has not yet been recovered late 
this afternoon. 

An inquest resulted In a verdict of 
accidental drowning In tho Cuyken- 
dall case although members of the 
Antloch fire department who worked 
over him when tho body was first 
brought to shore, said that there was 
no water in his lungs.

mntic fever Is tho direct results of 
focal Infections, such as Infected teeth 
nnd t(in<4lh. 

This was achieved by managing for 
the nrnt tlmo to produce satisfactory 
Infi'ctlons artlflclnlly In animals and 
studying tho Immediate and sub^o- 
quent results. 

Dr. Virgil Holland .Moon of tho col- 
Icko laboratory announced the results 
nnd explained the methods of tbeso 
exporlmonts at clinical sessions In the 
nmphUhealor of .JelTorHon hospital, ar- 
ranged by and for ox-lntornps of tbtf 
Institution. 

He said that previous efrorts at nr- 
iWlchilly Inducing chronic focal Infec- 
tions' In experimental animals hud 
railed because the viruses used had 
been lulroduied under the sUln by in- 
jection. 

The new method employed an In- 
fected cotton swiib. which was sealed 
in muscles or imdcr tho skin of tho 
animals after Incisions had been made. 

This set up A chronic Infection, 
which permitted development of symi>- 
touiH in the iinlumls corresponding 
"nearly exactly" to tho symptoms oC 
human patients sulTorlng from rheu- 
matic fever. 

Autopsies on the animals proved 
that changes In the heart nnd artery 
tls-xues were Identical with those 
found In autopsy on human rheumatic 
fever victims. 

For several years physicians have 
suspoctcd the direct relation of chron- 
ic focal Infpcllona to rheumatic fever, 
but expcrlmcntn' methods never be- 
fore had permitted coucluslvo proof of 
tho theory, Doctor Moon said.

Hcrlln.— Tlie Rerlln police have dis- 
covered nnd raided n woman's gam- 
bling club. They gently but firmly 
arrested nnd Jailed the seven members 
they caught playing. The scone of 
the raid was a private residence la 
Kuntstrnsse. 

The women arc of the sort who do 
not have to do their own housework, 
and they bad become accustomed to 
nuing their Idle hours with playing 
cards for money. Driven out of thel^r 
varlmis clubs because of their passion- 
ate devotion to gaming, they formed 
a gambling cUih. They were playing 
rhummy when the police burst In, 
nlthongh baccarat has been their 
usual game. 

It was the first time In 17 years the 
Rerlln Schnpos have had occasion to 
rnld a feminine gambling club. Dut 
IhPy bad proseuce of mind enough to 
sweep the cnrdu oIT the table and 
carry them off for evidence.

St. Vincent Is one of the 1* Islands 
of tbe group which form n crescent 
about 300 miles west of Dakar, tbe 
easternmost city on tho African con- 
tinent. Porto Grande, cnpltnl of St 
Vincent nnd one of the few Inrge port 
towns In the Islands, Is built In a well 
protected location with high moun- 
tains at Its back and in front tho 
massive belgbta of tho Island of &t. 
Anthony almost shutting In a wide, 
deep hnrbor from tho sea. 

Total Area U Small. 
The l-i Islands could be placed on 
tbe state of Ithodc Islnnd nnd only a 
few rugged edges would extend over 
the borders. Sao Thlogo (SU Jago). 
the largest of tbo Capo Verdes, la 
Bllghlly smaller In area tbnn the city 
of 1.03 Angeles, while the sumllcst Is- 
land Is measured by square yards. 

All tho larger Islnnds are Inhabited, 
tho majority of the population being 
nunrtered In compact villages and 
towns built In snmll recesses In tho 
steep mountainsides, overlooking the 
Bca. But It Is in tbe Interior of the 
larger islands that one finds tho real 
native life of tbo Capo Verdes. It Is 
said that the ancestors of these peo- 
ple ot tho interior once lived along 
tbo seashore. Uut for a hundred 
years after Spain took control of tho 
islands tbo Capo Verdes were plun- 
dered by pirates. During this period 
the inhabitants fled to the valleys 
from which they seldom entergod ex- 
cept to trade. Most of these valley 
people are black but one often notes 
Vortugueso features. Tbey speak a 
poor quality rortugucso which Is dini- 
cult for tho Kuroponn to understand. 

Like Greenland, tbo name Capo 
Verde Is deceptive. U wns taken 
from Cape Verde. Africa, nnd in good 
Kugllsb menus "Green Cnpe." but there 
Is little on the Islands to suggest that 
tbe euro Verdes deserve to bo culled 
"Cnpe Green Islands." Here and 
there tdong the shore and In ft 'ew In- 
terior valleys are patches of fertile 
land but rocks and sand claim the 
greater portion of the urea. I-rcsh 
water has always been u luxury, lack 
of which has caused serious famines 
In tbe past. 

Natives Aro a Busy Lot 
That tho natives make tho best of 
their barren islands is Indicated by 
the fnct that they, produce Indigo, cof- 
fee, castor beans, fruits, tobacco, poul- 
try, potatoes and yams. Salt la ulao 
an Important product. Many of the 
Inbabltnnta who aro not employed la 
ngrlculture or shipping, are gooU fish- 
ermen and adept In making rum, cur- 
ing fish and manufacturlnjB straw baU 
and scats. 



populous country In tbe world, per 
snunro mile, except China; arid al- 
though George Washington carried to 
his grave the marks of tho smallpox 
contracted on a visit there. 

The Island— there la but one despite 
the misleading pUiral name-is but an 
eighth the size of our Ithode Island, 
but has twice as many Inhnbltnnls per 
squnro mile as our sumllest and most 
densely populated stnte. 

Seldom does a volcano become an 
asset. But volcanic eruptions bnve 
contributed inrgely to the fertility of 
Barbados. When tho sun was ob- 
scured throughout one day In May 
1012 the narbadans were panic strick- 
en: but when tbe gentle rain of black 
dust subsided, tbe deposit was found 
to be ashes from an eruption of St. 
VInccnfa Soufrlcre, nearly 100 miles 
to tbe west, and an enrichment for 

the soil. 

. Hot. DuBty Bridgetown. 
Bridgetown, tbo Island capital, Is a 
hot dusty city of about 30.000 peo- 
ple It Is especially busy on Fridays 
when planters flock to town for busl- 
ness and buying. Its cathedral was 
built principally by funds obtained 
from a lottery authorized by tbo legis- 
lature, after the original bulldlng.hnd 
been blown down by a hurricane in 

17S0. 

Labor Is so plentiful that men com- 
pote with beasts of burden. But thla 
condition was greatly improved by the 
use of considerable Barbados labor in 
building the Panama canal. 

The third Important Island visited 
by tbe Graf Zeppelin was Porto lllco. 
But it wns really San Juan, the capl-. 
tal city, rather than the Island to 
which tbo great air liner paid its re- 
spects. After cruising over the city. 
It turned sharply northward and put 
out over the Atlantic. 
' San Juan has n population of more 
than 114,000 and has nearly doubled 
In size since the island came under 
American control. It waa from Kan 
Juan that Ponce do Loon set sail, like 
another Jason In search of the Golden 
Fleece for the fulQUmcnt of bis 
charming. If boyish, dream ot finding 
tbe Fountain of Youth, which, we all 
recall, resulted In the discovery of the 
soutbormost end of tho United States. 
San Juan was a settlement half a 
century before St. Augustine. Fla.. tbe 
oldest town In tho United States, 
came Into being, and a full century 
before the Pilgrims landed at Ply- 
mouth Rock It began to take on the 
Sdanee of a city. More than two
